‘We have to acknowledge the appoarance 
of another mow paper—the ‘ TIlusteated 
Chinese Miscellany” edited by the Revd. 
Young J. Allon, A.ML, assisted by the 
Missionaries at Shanghai. Ut is to issno 
‘woekly, in tho pamphlet form which Ch 
nese affect, each mumber to contain eight 
ayes. Lis object, we are told, is toi 
struct the Chineso in tho manners, ous 
toms, religion, acioncs, ote, of Western 
countries ; and thus to prepare the Ch 
nese for adopting improvements that must 
bo conducive to their good. It has in fact 
rich the samo object as our own Chinese 
paper, with the larger scope which a week= 
ly publication enjoys. If tho topics roea- 
pitulated be sell treated, the labour of its 
‘conductors will not bo Lost.

Tho reforenco 
is tho moro strango when wo r0- 
momber that the concessions wore 
mindo under extremo pressure, amount- 
ig to a threat of war, ‘Tho French 
simply forced him to yield, yot now bo 
refers to the episodo in'tho quictest 
possible way, ns to a porfeetly satisfne- 
tory procodent. ‘Tho affair is quito a 
recont one. Tt eamo up first durin, 
Li's tonnro of oflico; and that ma 
davin is said to havo point blanks ref. 
sed to yield, ‘Tsong proved moro 
judicious. He, too, may porhnps exon 
‘tho unplonsantness of retracing 
stops in tho presont caso, by banding 
it ovor to his snecossor for settlement. 
It will bo arathor strange coincidence 
if tho now Vicoroy—a Maliotnedan, and 
notoriously opposod to Christian prose- 
lytism—is callod on to settlo n dispate 
in favour of Chistian missionaries, im- 
modiately on accession to oflico.

‘THB CUSTOMS RETUENS OF TRADE. 


‘Te publication of the second part of 
the Customs’ Returns of ‘Trade for 
1867, places us now in « n to 
examine the subject with all tho light 
that is likely ever to be vouchsafed to us. 
Our first impress 
them with thoso of last y 
-esent collection of statistics is 
in point of usefulness. to that for 1866, 
No doubt the officials connected with 
the statistical department think other- 
wise, and they probably pride them- 
selves on cortain of the changes iutro- 
duced as improvemonts. ‘They 
bring all the statistics of tho ports 
within two volumes, prefixing to such 
the summaries of the Sgures contained 
in the volume; and this may, as a mat- 
ter of form, bo in somo respects an ad- 
vantage. "Bat whon tho statistics are 
not published until nine months after 
the close of the period to which they 
apply, tho interest of tho morcantile 
community in the mivnto details of| 
articlo ns in great measure 
diminished, and public attention is 
more coucentratod on the brond gone- 
ralitias of trade, tho comparison of the 
grand totals, and of tho increase or 
otherwise of tho staple articles of ex. 
port and import, ‘Tho permanent 
value of tho statistics of the Ch 
trade, ns of all other branches of com- 
mere, dopouds on tho complotenoss aud 
accuriey of the summarios, and upon 
thoi being arranged on a uniform 
systom over n poriod of years. Now 
tho Returns for 1867 wo find that, 
although tho two volimes together ox 
tend to no loss than 469 pagos, the 
general summaries are disposed of 
mm 12 pages; and the consequence is 
that somo subjects of interost are loft 
out altogetier. For example, in such 
a wondorfally elaborate mass of figares, 
‘wo aro astonished to find that sach an 
interesting sabject as the amount of 
revonuo tho Chineso anthorities derive 
from tho Duties levied at all the ports, 
is not considered of sailicient import: 
nee to occupy hall a pago of. tho 459, 
Ttiis true that the amount of the Duties 
for ench port is set down soparately in 
tho Returns for the rospective ports ; 
but wo think wo have good reason 
to ask why, iu a publication whieh pre- 
tonds to be exhaustive, and in the pre- 
vious volumes of which moreover the 
Duties levied at all tho ports are sum 
marised in a single table, it should 
have been thonght necessary to. sup- 
press this indispensable feature in the 
permanent statistics of the Chineso 
trade, Tt may have occurred simply 
through earoléssness, or by leaving the 
incumbent of the statistical department 
to tho promptings or eaprico of his 
own genius; bat we cannot altogether 








































































lose sight of tho fact that tho omis. 
sion leaves every one to find out 
tho total duties forhimsolf; and farther, 
it quietly hides away out of viow the 
total amionnt of tho ‘Tounago Dues, so 
that no ono can tun up the volume and 
find, rendy to hishand, toonmount avail 
able for the numerous and important 
purposes to which this itom of ro- 
‘venue has boon 

sto tho figurestliemsolves contained. 
jn these two volumes, and their compa 
ison with those of the three provious 
‘yenrs, itis rather disappointing to noto 
the porfect unconcern with whieb, on 
page vr of tho second part, tho com. 
pilex informs us an error bas boon com- 
mitted in provious years in tho trade 
with Hongkong. And, after te 
ing us with 469 pages of statistics, ho 
follows up tho announcoment of this 
error with tho singularly candid con.

‘Tis. 9,000,000 ; bat as wo hinvo alrondy 
shown tho falling off is really in the 
const trade. It is satisfhctory to ob- 
sorvo that the total trade of Shanghai 
fins increased by about. ‘Ts, 5,600,000, 
and that daring 1867 it reached ‘Tis, 
97,035,459. In conclusion, wo cannot 
bat commend the ncenraey of tho sta- 
tistics so far as wo havo hind timo to 
‘examine thom, nnd wo trast that now, 
at last n definite system ns beon 
adopted which will sorvo as a basis of 
comparison for futuro yenrs.

And, aa wo 
have already pointod ont, the total of the 
duties at all the ports hus appeared too 
insignificant to the Customs nuthorities 
to warrant any allotment of thoir 
valnablo spnco tosuch au object, ‘Thon 
from some of the ports the Commis 
sioners do quoto the corresponding 
figures of tho previous yoars ; but why 
in it that there is no uniformity?
